In addition to the millions of per- 
sons actively engaged in the liquor 
trade, millions of dbjlars invested in 
it and other elements, perhaps the 
greatest stumbling block to prohibi- 
tion is the fight for continuance of 
"bouilleur de cru"—the individual dis- 
tillation of liquor for individual con- 
sumption. As the American farmer 
makes his hard cider or the Kentucky 
"moonshiner" distills his corn Juici;, 
the rural Frenchman maintains the 
right to boi> down his wine and dis- 
till the essence therefrom. He de- 
mands this right through his repre- 
sentative in the chamber of deputies. 
"Bouillieurs de cru" is regarded as 
one of the greatest evils of the liquor 
problem in France and has created 
hot political contention 
for 
many 
years. 
Well informed persons be- 
lieve that* it will continue to do so 
for years to come. In the meantime 
prohibition advocates are steadily at- 
tempting to mold 
public 
opinion 
around to the necessity of wiping out 
the evils of strong drink in all its 


But with all the agitation and meas- 
ures against Alcohol in France, no 
tne hears anything said aeamst the 
light' wines and beers. Wine espe- 
cially, is an institution in France 
which even time cannot efface. Wine 
as drunk by the JFrench is virtually 
harmless. It is a food. 
Children 
have it from, the tables of their par- 
ents from the time they are large 
enough to drink from a glass. Every 
French household regards wine 
at 
every meal as important as an Ameri- 
can regards bis water. French work- 
men drink on an average of from om? 
to two quarts per day. They have 
been doing it. for centuries. 
Famous paintings in the Louvre de- 
pict the humble French home nevor 
without its bottle of wine. Tbe-Frer.ch 
government provides every soldier «t 
the front with his daily wine ration. 
It is just as logical to think of pro- 
hibiting afternoon tea in England as 
forbidding wine in France, an official 
of the French government said -today. 
It will never be prohibited and no 
one would dare to suggest it. Liquor | 
will be driven from France some day 
but it will take years to do it.

U.S. WAR ENTRY AIDS 


HOME RULE OR IRISH 


[SPECIAL TO THE GAZSTTE.l 


London, May 21.—That the entry 
of the United States into the war 
may influence la settlement of the 
Irish ,problem^-self government for 
Ireland—is now not only the subject 
of comment in the Irish newspapers 
but is forming an absorbing topic for 
editorials and special articles in the 
Northcliffe press, notably the London 
Times. 
It is even suggested 'hat 
'America may have a direct hand in 
the settlement; its influence in Irish 
affairs is said to be shown in in- 
creased recruiting in Ireland. 
. 
The ^freeman's Journal, the official 
organ of the Nationalist party, says: 
"It is quite true that nobody would 
expect America to interfere in Eng- 
land's Idomestic differences, but as 
time goes on it is unthinkable iaat 
America, fighting for the principle 
laid down by President Wilson and 
having such a large population ot 
Irishmen in her states, will not point 
out to 'England the necessity of ant- 
ing in accordance with her own prin- 
ciples." 
The Times suggests that 
-if 
an 
•American contingent is sent to Eu- 
rope it should visit Ireland on its way 
to France. 
"The Irish people, 
H 
says "axe bewildered and almost nar- 
alyzen by the new turn of events. 
There is an end to all talk of 'Eng- 
land's war' and of sympathy with Ger- 
many.The whole fabric of their anti- 
recruiting propaganda is undermined. 
Never at heart relectant to fight, 
some of them heartily ashamed of 
their idleness, and some of them hem 
back almost by force, the young Irish- 
men are beginning perforce to see 
this spreading struggle for freedom 
In a new 'and larger light. 
"No one would lightly involve the 
American republic in our own domes- 
tic difficulties, but it would be sheer 
folly not to recognize that Nationalist 
•Ireland is still far closer akin to 
Irish Americans than to Englishmen. 
Some of the papers estimate that 
ther° are 250,000 able bodied men in 
Ireland who are eligible for military 
service.
